The  work  of  the  Student  Organization  this  year  has  been 
ihat  of  enlarging  and  intensifying  the  activities  of  the 
standing  committees  and  of  making  the  Organization  a  more 
highly  recognized  part  of  student  life. 

Two  committees,  in  particular,  have  greatly  expanded 
their  work.  The  Publicity  Committee,  in  addition  to  its 
weekly  column  Hi-Lites,  has  co-operated  with  every  Student 
Organization  effort.  Many  and  attractive  Bulletin  Board 
displays  have  advertised  major  school  events.  Posters  and 
slogans  have  been  used  in  Hie  halls  and  homerooms  to  help 
build  school  morale. 

The  Social  Committee  has  worked  diligently  lo  develop  a 
social  program  broad  enough  in  scope  and  varied  enough  in 
content  to  reach  the  majority  of  the  students.  Three  dances 
—Homecoming.  Christmas,  and  Spring — ,  four  sock  hops 
after  basketball  games,  the  orientation  program  for  tenth 
graders,  the  class  parties,  operating  the  Fayetteville  train 
concession,  and  sponsoring  the  halt-time  friendship  cere- 
monies at  home  football  games  have  constituted  a  part  of 
the  activities  of  this  committee.

The  Blackbird  football  team  of  1956,  starting  on  a  rebuilding  program 
after  losing  19  lettermen  from  the  1955  powerhouse,  went  through  the 
season  finder  new  head  coach  Johnny  Guiton  with  a  4-6  record. 

Three  of  the  four  RMSHS  victories  came  over  non-conference  foes,  while 
in  Eastern  Triple-A  Conference  play  the  Blackbirds  won  one  of  six  games. 

The  lone  conference  victory  was  against  Goldsboro,  25-19,  in  a  game  that 
saw  the  Blackbirds  playing  perhaps  their  best  of  the  season.  That  game, 
plus  a  34-6  romp  over  Cary,  was  the  high  point  of  the  season  for  the 
Birds,  a  team  that  was  hit  hard  by  injuries  all  season. 

But  there  were  also  some  low  spots,  darkest  of  which  came  in  the  year's 
final  game  against  Wilson.  The  arch-rival  Cyclones  rolled  up  20  points 
in  the  second  quarter  and  went  on  to  dump  Rocky  Mount  32-0,  and  the 
season  also  opened  on  a  sad  note,  as  Oxford  Orphanage  upset  the  Birds. 
12-6. 

Rocky  Mount  played  two  strong  games  against  two  of  the  conference's 
top  teams,  losing  to  Fayetteville  by  19-13  and  to  Raleigh  by  7-0.  Other 
losses  were  26-0  to  Wilmington  and  26-7  to  Durham,  while  the  Blackbirds 
stopped  New  Bern  by  20-13  and  Petersburg,  Virginia,  by  13-7. 

The  Blackbirds  had  their  standout  performers.  Fullback  Adam  Maples 
ranked  with  the  best  in  the  state.  He  made  the  second  All-Conference 
team  and  the  second  All-State  team,  and  was  also  selected  to  play  in  the 
Shrine  Bowl  and  East-West  games.  Paul  Eilcrs.  a  guard,  was  all-State 
and  All-Conference  team,  while  guard  Grey  Baines  and  Williams  received 
honorable  mention  in  the  All-State  voting. 

The  football  team  also  suffered  a  loss  after  the  season  was  over,  as  Coach 
Guiton  resigned  to  become  an  assistant  coach  at  the  Citadel.  During  his 
one  season  at  RMSHS  Coach  Guiton  was  ably  assisted  by  backfield  coach 
Pat  Patterson  and  line  coach  Johnny  Brown,  who  also  coached  the  B-squad.

Rocky  Mount  High  School's  B-Squad  football  team  struggled  through  a 
rugged  1956  season,  but  proved  that  persistence  pays  oil'  when  Ihey  regis- 
tered a  13-7  triumph  over  Raleigh  in  the  final  game  of  the  year. 

The  victory  over  Raleigh  was  the  only  one  of  the  season  for  the  Baby- 
birds,  who  played  through  their  schedule  minus  any  degree  of  reserve 
strength.  In  one  game  the  Babybirds  dressed  out  only  15  boys,  and  in 
another  there  were  only  six  reserves  on  hand. 

The  season,  which  saw  one  victory  against  five  defeats,  opened  with  a 
7-0  loss  to  Wilson.  And  two  other  games  went  by  before  Rocky  Mounl 
Anally  hit  the  scoring  column.  The  Babybirds  lost  to  Goldsboro  in  the 
home  opener  by  27-0  and  then  lost  to  Raleigh  in  Raleigh  by  13-0. 

Against  Durham  at  Durham  weak  pass  defense  paved  the  way  for  a  26-13 
loss,  but  the  Babybirds  had  finally  found  a  touchdown  punch.  In  the  sea- 
son's fifth  game,  however,  the  Birds  went  to  Goldsboro  hungry  for  venge- 
ance, but  were  treated  to  a  32-0  mauling  in  a  rough  and  tumble  game  that 
saw  tempers  flare  on  and  off  the  field. 

The  final  game  brought  Raleigh  to  Rocky  Mount,  and  coach  Johnny 
Brown  had  his  Babybirds  primed.  With  fleet  halfback  Dorsey  Daniels 
leading  the  way,  Rocky  Mount  rang  up  its  only  win  of  the  year.  Daniels 
ran  05  and  64  yards  on  beautiful  touchdown  scampers  and  also  cracked  over 
for  the  extra  point. 

Though  the  season  produced  no  great  won-lost  record,  there  were  a 
number  of  boys  who  played  well  throughout  the  year. 

Most  consistent  defensive  standouts  were  tackle  Mike  Brown,  guard 
Jimmy  Newell,  tackle  Tommy  Mears,  and  guard  Larry  Ward. 

Offensively,  Daniels  and  halfback  Tommy  Bolton  turned  in  the  most 
consistent  work,  along  with  Quarterback-halfback  Bobby  Joe  Ayers  and 
halfback  Haywood  Edmundson  who  was  shifted  from  a  guard  position. 

Other  boys  noted,  for  strong  play  during  the  season  were  John  Bandy.
